Will someone please tell me what goes on inside the box or give me 
a clue? Since I do not see enough tubes in teh chassis to generate 
all the tones, my one guess is that the organ has a tone generator 
similar to the Hammond. 


*x the chassis has five or so miniature tubes in recessed sockets, 
several small octal tubes, a pair of 7027 amplifier tubes, and a 504G 
rectifier.

This sounds like a Hammond. Motor drives tone wheels, that have a 
waveshape cut in their periphery, and a magnetic pickup next to each 
picks up the waveshape and sends it to the amplifier when the 
keyswitch is closed. 


A pretty bulletproof setup, as long as the tone wheels and shafts are 
OK.

I have received 10 emails to date expressing an interest in a set of 
new drive belts for the PRO-310. If anyone else has an interest, 
please drop me a note -- I'm not asking for a firm commitment yet, 
just need to get some idea of quantity for the manufacturer. 


I received a sample of the 26" belt on Saturday, and have tested it 
thoroughly. It is as close to the original as you could ask for, and 
works very well. I will have the shorter bandspread drive belt 
sample this week. 


I still do not have a good estimate of the final production cost. The 
manufacturer is supposed to contact me on that after I have tested 
both sample belts. I think he wants me to have the belts in hand
